MASSACHUSETTS FIRE MARSHAL REPORT. 


Owing to the new fire marshal law in Ohio, 
insurance men of that State are taking con- 
siderable interest in the sixth annual report 
of Fire Marshal Whitcomb of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Whitcomb is the best informed man cn fire 
marshal work in the United States, and has 
been a most valued official. 

It is plain to be seen that if a fire marshal 
bureau is maintained on a similar line to that 
of Massachusetts it will tend to reduce the fire 
loss by materially decreasing incendiary fires. 

The main factor militating against the suc- 
cess of this work is that the bureau may be 
used as a political one, its salaried positions 
being farmed out as political favors. Some 
comment has been heard in Ohio as to the ap- 
pointments of deputy fire marshals and other 
salaried employes. It is feared that many of 
these were appointed for political reasons, 
rather than on account of any particular fit- 
ness for the positions. 

The following are extracts from Marshal 
Whitcomb’s report : 

The total number of fires occurring through- 
out the State (population 2,500,183) during the 
year was 5,325, ot which 4,120. were in wooden 
buildings, 1,060 in brick buildings and 145 
were other than building fires. The loss on the 
same was $6,783,084. The sound value of the 
Property damaged by fire was $69,052,377. The 
amount of insurance at risk on the same was 
$59,855,355; insurance loss paid on same, $5,- 
506,750. Of the total number of fires 279. or 
5 2-5 per cent, were of incendiary origin. The 
sound valuation of the property damaged by 
incendiary fires was $1,£27,341; insurance in- 
volved on same, $1,505,225; total loss on same, 
$299,221 ; insurance loss, $251,136. Four hun- 
dred and thirty-six fires were of unknown ori- 
gin, and damaged property of a sound valua- 
tion of $4,694,088; insurance invo! tved, $3.767,- 
634; total loss on same, $1,805,481; insurance 
loss, $1,490,436. 











Basie the year there were seventy-nine ar- 
rests, forty-four convictions and sixteen per- 
sons arrested await trial. 

The percentage of incendiary and unknown 
fires has been continually lowered since the es- 
tablishment of the fire marskal’s office from 
the former average of over 33 per cent to 13% 
per cent for the year under review. 

The proportion of loss to the value of the 
property damaged during the year was as in 
prior years greater in fires occurring outside 
of Boston than in that city; this is also true as 
to the proportion of loss to valuation from in- 
cendiary fires. 

During the year 4,994 fires occurred in cities 
and towns where there was fire protection, as 
against 4,206 in 1898, and 331 occurred where 
there was no fire protection, as against 307 
in I

Having noticed j in athe} insurance journals dur- 
ing the year that there was considerable agita- 
tion among the insurance companies regarding 
the farm risk hazard, I have prepared the fol- 
lowing special set of figures relating to that 
risk. While these figures apparently show a 
great increase over those of former years, it is 
due to the fact that this risk has never before 
been properly classified, and therefore a proper 
comparison cannot be made. 

During the year 409 fires have occurred in 
farm buildings, 377 occurring in occupied 
buildings and 32 in ‘snoccupied buildings. One 
hundred and seventy-nine were total losses and 
230 were partial! losses. Thirty-six, or 0% per 
cent of the fires in occupied buildings, were 
incendiary, and 13, or over 404 per cent in un- 
occupied buildings were incendiary. Sixty-two, 
or over 15 per cent, .of the fires in occupied 
buildings were of unknown origin, and nine, 
or over 28 per cent, of the fires in unoccupied 
buildings were of unknown origin. Total valu- 
ation of property damaged in farm buildings, 
$1,000,234; total insurance on same, $675,605; 
total loss, $738,857; total insurance loss, $500,- 
974. Total valuation of farm buildings where 
incendiary fires occurred, $115.270: total in- 
surance, $102,225: total loss, $86,116; total in- 
surance loss, $68,829. Total valuation of farm 
buildings where unknown fires occurred, $154,- 
249; total insurance, $98,246; total loss, $139,- 
128; total insurance loss, $87,642. 

Great credit is due the chiefs and members 
of the various fire and police departments 
throughout the State for their continued hearty 
support and assistance during the year. 


NEED A SALARIED OFFICIAL. 

The work of the National 
Local Fire Insurance Agents has grown to 
such proportions that itis a burden for offi- 
cials to do the detail work. 

The correspondence of the secretary alone is 
voluminous, and, in addition, it is required of 
him that he enter the dues of members, send 
them membership cards. furnish information 
to the press, beside other minor- duties. All 
this could be done by a clerical official, who 
could also relieve other executive officers of 
detail labor, and thus leave them to pay more 
attention to the greater movements of asso- 
ciation work. 

The growth of membership, the increase in 
state associations, the more exactions made 
of the National association, create a multipli- 
city of detail and clerical labor that are too 
onerous to ask of one man or his employes. 

There was some talk of making the presi- 
dency a salaried position if the present incum- 
bent, Mr. Woodworth, would consent to serve, 
and thus allow him to devote his attention to 
the promotion of the agency movement and to 
securing co-operative legislation. 

Mr. Woodworth, however, believes that the 
presidency should be free from all emolu- 
ments save that of honor, and refused to en- 
tertain a salaried proposition. 

It has been suggested that an assistant sec- 
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retary or official stenographer be appointed to 
relieve the secretary and other officers on 
whom fall the clerical duties. No large ap- 
propriation would be required, as the labor is 
largely mechanical. 

At the present rate of progress, no man en- 
gaged in the business can much longer afford 
to sacrifice his time to the detail of associa- 
tion work.

CUTTING DOWN LINES IN OHIO. 

A local agent in Ohio who is very observant 
of the currents in the business writes as fol- 
lows to THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER: 

“Qhio fire insurance agents are having much 
woe at present. Companies are cutting down 
lines, in some cases as much as one-third, and 
are drawing the lines closely as to business 
written. Locals are complaining much about 
the difficulty to place their large lines on: 
special hazards. Companies which have been: 
carrying $5,000 will now only write $2,500; 
and some of same reduce now to $1,500 
Some of the large companies will carry no 
larger lines than the smaller ones on special 
business, in fact, not as large. There is but 
one thing left for the agent to do, if he de- 
sires to carry his business in his own agency, 
and that is to increase the list of his com- 
panies. This will give him a few half-fed 
companies which will, of course, enter a pro- 
test. The recent reinsurance law just passed 
in Ohio is creating much embarrassment in 
local agency circles, and some are beginning 
to wonder if it is all that it is claimed to be. 
However, as it cannot be repealed for two 
years from passage, they will have sufficient 
time to consider the matter.”

NON-PAYING CLASSES IN THE WEST. 





Business That Has Been Clearly Unprofitable 
to Companies—Hazard and Conditions of 
the Risk—Proper Rate. 


The following is the third quota of noa- 
paying hazards in the West, the two previous 
having been published in the two preceding 
issues: 


ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANTS.—The prin- 
cipal danger in these risks is improper wiring, 
lightning, lack of care with lubricating- oils, 
susceptibility to serious water damage, and in 
old plants, the poor arrang:ment of switch- 
board. Rates on modern up-to-date plants 
should be increased 25 per cent and on old 
plants 50 per cent increase is none too high. 

FERTILIZER WORKS.—Spontaneous 
combustion, accumulation of rubbish, ir- 
responsible class of help employed, incen- 
diary hazard, liable to be deemed a nuisance. 
Rates should be advanced 30 per cent. 

FLOUR MILLS—(Also Grist and Feed 
Mills).—The most serious feature due to lack 
of cleanliness, accumulatioa of dust, spontane- 
ous combustion, poor lighting arrangements, 


danger from sparks, crowdéd condition of 
machinery. The present schedule will pro- 


duce a fair rate when carefully applied, -but 
prevailing rates are at least 33 per cent below 
proper schedule. v = 
FOUNDERIES AND MACHINE 
SHOPS.—Growing tendency to wood works, 
overheated ovens and furnaces, grease hazard, 
overinsurance on patterns, widerinsurance on 
buildings, moral hazard in connection with 
pattern insurance. As at present written, 
rates should be increased 25 per cent. 
FURNITURE FACTORIES.—Serious 
wood working features, dry kilns, numerous 
fires from spontaneous combustion, lack of 
care in finishing room, dipping tank hazard, 
use of benzine and naphtha, boy labor, boile- 
house and heating arrangements not thor- 
oughly cut off from main plant. Class has 
proved most unprofitable to all companies. 
An increase of from 35 per cent to 50 per cent 
will not more than put the class on a paying 


basis. 

GENERAL MERCHANDISE.—Unte- 
this heading should be considered all classes 
of retail stocks, which to-day are rated little, 
if any, higher than buildings containing same, 
while as every company must know there is 
hardly a claim made on stocks (except in case 
of total loss) where the amount paid does not 
largely exceed the building damage. The 
present rates on all classes of retail stocks are 
grossly inadequate and an increase of from 35 
per cent to 50 per cent will not more than 
put the class on a paying basis. 

GLASS WORKS.—Large, light construc- 
tion, lack of care, serious furnace hazard, 
labor questions, improper protection of na- 
tural gas fuel, lack of cut-offs remote from 
furnaces, danger of total loss. Present rates 
should be increased 25 per cent. 

GRAIN, HAY AND STRAW IN 
STACKS.—-Usually come under head of farm 
risks, danger from sparks, tramps, lightning, 
prairie fires, always total A minimum 
rate of 5 per cent is none too high, should 
pay even more. 

GROCERY STOCKS—(Wholesale).—The 
number of losses on this class has been un- 
usually large during the past three years, and 
the amounts paid far in excess of the 
premiums. kek of care, poor construction, 
storage of matches, handling of oils and gaso- 
line and overcrowded condition makes these 
risks undesirable at present rates. Five years 
ago, the class paid from 1 per cent to 1.75, 
and from the record there is no reason why 
they should pay a less rate to-day. 

HALLS—(Public).—-Disposition to 
small theaters under this head does an 
justice to companies. The dangers of the 

“One night stand,” cheap troups. poor ar- 
rangements for heating and lighting, makes 
an increase of from 20 per cent to 30 per cent 
necessary. 

HOTELS—(Country).—-Defective construc- 
tion, wiring, carelessness of help and guests, 
overheated stoves, cheap class of help, num- 
erous lamp accidents, moral, accumulation of 
rubbish in basements, tramps. Present rates 
bases more on a boarding house hazard, and 
class to be made profitable should pay 30 per 
cent higher rates.

If this case comes to trial it is likely to fur- 
nish the insurance departments of the different 
States information concerning the alleged vio- 
lation of the resident agent’s law. 

The case will be watched with interest, be- 
cause it is a question in several quarters 
whether the writing of a floating policy really 
can be construed as a violation of this law. 
The attitude of the Colorado department on 
this question, however, is well known, as it re- 
voked the licenses of the German of Peoria and 


Westchester for similar offenses.

CHANGES IN THE HANOVER MANAGEMENT. 

The announcement that Howard P. Gray, 
western manager of the Hanover, had sey- 
ered his connection with the company, did not 
come as a surprise to those who have been 
acquainted with the inside workings of the 
company. Mr. Gray, during the administra- 
tion of President Lane, was one of the main 
factors in the company, but upon Mr. Lane's 
resignation the new management was 
friendly inclined toward him. 

Mr. Gray has succeeded in building up a 
good business for the Hanover in the West. 
He has a firm hold on the local agents. He 
will be succeeded by Charles W. Higley and 
L. M. Wise. Mr. Higley was formerly spe- 
cial agent, with headquarters at Minneapolis, 
and Mr. Wise traveled in the Michigan field. 
Both were prominent in special agency work, 
and since coming to Chicago have devoted 
themselves mostly to their own old fields, 
spending but a part of the time in the office. 
The Hanover has been branching out exten- 
sively in the West of late, and increasing its 
business materially. Wise and Higley 
are first-class men in every particular. They 
have built themselves up by their own efforts 
and have come to their present positions on 
account of faithful and honest work.

LARGE CROP OF OLD-TIMERS. 

With every vacancy in the way of a field 
position announced, there comes to the front 
an extensive crop of old-timers, most of them 
having held excellent positions in the past, hav- 
ing lost them mostly through their own folly, 
largely due to bibulous tendencies. In some 
instances. hard luck or bad health are to blame. 
Others have become “fossils” and cannot trot 
in the modern class. However, when the pa- 
pers or rumors announce a resignation, they 
pounce down like harpies on the place, and 
this goes on time after time, each hoping to 
eventually land. In this connection, it has often 
been a subject of comment why certain manag- 
ers persist in recommending these chronic po- 
sition-seekers, when common report alone 
would keep them from securing any position 
of moment. With it all, there is a most pa- 
thetig phase to the attempt of the old-time 
special trying to get a last hold. In his palmy 
days his head was held high and his counsel 
sought. 

Many of these applicants lost positions with 
high-grade companies, and gradually worked 
down the entire gamut of institutions until 
they are entirely out. 

In Chicago, ofttimes a resignation of a spe- 
cial is announced in the morning papers and 
by the time the manager reaches the office he is 
confronted with these perennial applicants. 
There is only one reply, “Your application will 
be considered with the rest.” Other calls fol- 
low with the same result. The appointment is 
made. The old guard move on to the next va- 
caney.

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AMERICAN CLAY MANUFACTURING LINE. 

An attempt is being made to place the en- 
tire line in Ohio of the American Clay Manu- 
facturing Company under schedule form. This 
is in the nature of a “trust” line, covering up- 
ward of twenty different plants, located at a 
dozen or more points throughout the eastern 
section of the State. The form, it is under- 
stood, was prepared by Charles B. Squire, who 
controls the business. Local agents at Akron 
are endeavoring to write the entire line under 
a brokerage commission. 

It is evident, however, that in doing so they 
do not expect to meet with much success, but 
probably have undertaken the task, fearing that 
if they declined, an attempt would be made to 
place it elsewhere, and their present policies 
on Akron plants be disturbed. 

The form calls for $554,000; premium, 
$9,900, making the average rate about $1.78. 
The various plants are supposed to be figured 
at tariff rates, but it is pretty hard to tell what 
is the present tariff on some of them. Some 
very undesirable property that is being declined 
specifically is included in the schedule at in- 
adequate rates. 

The line is being handled principally through 
the Hall & Harter agency at Akron, in poli- 
cies of $25,000. Some companies decline abso- 
lutely to write the business under schedule 
form, and others will write it providing the 
consent is secured of their agents at the vari- 
ous points where the property is located, which 
is only a diplomatic way of declining the 
business. 

Agents at present having policies on their 
home plants would decline to cancel them ex- 
cept at short rates, which is another hindrance 
to the scheme. The plants are located prin- 
cipally at Akron, Columbus, Uhrichsville, To- 
ronto, East Liverpool, Wellsville, Cuyahoga 
Falls, Malvern, Freeman and points in Jeffer- 
son County.

COMPLICATED LOSS AT CLEVELAND. 

For some time past there seems to have 
been a systematic effort on the part of cer- 
tain adjusters for the assured and appraisers 
used by them, in the region about Cleveland 
and Buffalo, to fleece the companies in every 
loss settlement in which they can manage by 
any means to interpose their services. They 
usually work on a percentage of the claim 
allowed, and are consequently personally in- 
terested in making the claim as large as pos- 
sible without regard for justice. One of the 
appraisers frequently used in these adjust- 
ments was formerly in high repute with the 
companies and used by them on machinery 
losses whenever there was occasion to use a 
first-class man in that line. His fees were 
unusually large and it is understood that he 
finally became dissatisfied because they would 
not allow him a percentage and turned to the 
other side as productive of greater revenue in 
this respect. He has since boastingly claimed 
that he can get a percentage in acting as ap- 
praiser for the assured, in one case getting an 
enormous sum for a few hours’ work. This is 
in direct violation of the appraiser's oath that 
he is not an interested party. 

A loss that has reached the stage of com- 
plications is that of the Cleveland Cycle Fit- 
tings Company, ‘M. C. Rosenfeld, proprietor, 
which has been engaging the attention of a 
corps of expert adjusters for some time. The 
stock consists principally of bicycle parts and 
fittings, rubber tires, etc., and it is claimed 





much of it has been accumulating for some 
time. The concern occupies an old five-story 
brick building. A fire occurred on July 4 on 
the first floor, destroying the wooden partition 
around a small enclosure for privacy, and 
doing some other damage to the inside wood- 
work. The companies claim that very little 
loss resulted, and they allege there was none 





above the first floor, and yet the assured, 





through the assistance of his adjuster, Al. 
Bowen of Buffalo, presents a claim for $36,- 
000 on the basis of a sound value in the entire 
building of $48,000. The adjusters for the 
companies figure the loss at not over $5,000, 
and have had their figures verified by expert 
bicycle men who say that the entire sound 
value of the stock was scareely above $15,000. 
That there was an insurance of $50,000 does 
not reflect credit on the companies cr their 
representatives who placed thera on. 

In the statement made up through Mr. 
Bowen they claim 80 per cent damage on tub- 
ing and similar stuff in the top of the build- 
ing which the insurance men claim could not 
possibly have been damaged. <A further item- 
ized statement has been demanded by the com- 
pany representatives, showing the amount of 
damage claimed under every item. It is prob- 
able the loss will go to an appraisal. 

The most prominent feature in the case 
which the company adjusters say shows the 
absurdity of the claim is the fact that two 
adjusters for the assured, Messrs. Landgraff 
of New York and Smith-Sherwood & Co. of 
Albany, declined to handle their loss on a basis 
of a $12,000 claim. 

Deputy Fire Marshal King of Chardon is 
looking into the case. It is interesting to note 
that the first fire to be investigated is one in 
which Mr. Bowen, who is said to have lob- 
bied against the fire marshal bill, is represent- 
ing the assured. 

The companies are represented in the loss 
by independent adjusters, Carroll and Parsons, 
and the following state agents: Messrs. Mon- 
rose, Monroe, Herman, Wallace, Sanderson, 
Daniel, Kitson, Cox, Bonar and others. 

Messrs. Carroll, Monrose, Herman and 
Wallace compose the committee selected, and 
Mr. Monrose has remained in Cleveland for 
nearly two weeks working on the case.

SOLICITED WITHOUT A LICENSE. 

Charles Jay of Racine, Ohio, was arrested 
at the request of the prosecuting attorney of 
Meigs County last week on the charge of so- 
liciting business wifhout a license. He was 
tried before a justice of the peace and found 
guilty, a small fine being imposed. This was 
done because it was the first case of the kind 
tried in the State and also because the man 
was only a solicitor, and the man who em- 
ployed him should have suffered in his stead 
had it been possible to prosecute him for 
the offense. His name and that of the com- 
pany have not been given out by the insur- 
ance department. 

The prosecuting attorneys of several coun- 
ties have been instructed to prosecute violat- 
ors of the law in this respect, and a number 
of men who are suspected to have some con- 
nection with the Mercantile Fire of Chicago 
are under surveillance. The company for 
which Mr. Jay secured business is licensed in 
the State, but the officers probably had not 
knowledge of the man’s work, as he was 
merely soliciting for a local agent at Ra- 
cine.

NATIONAL UNION ENTERS OHIO. 

The National Union Insurance Company 
of Washington, D. C., has been admitted 
to Ohio to do a reinsurance business only. 
Application was made some time ago, but a 
number of questions arose as to what is 
required of a company which wishes to do 
reinsurance only and the officials took their 
time to investigate. There was the question 
as to the advertising required, and to the 
person who should act as attorney or agent 
upon whom process might be served if neces- 
sary. All these were taken into consideration. 
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It was finally decided, however, that the com- 
pany would be admitted, provided a repre- 
sentative is appointed some place in the State, 
preferably Columbus, and that the regular 
advertisement required be inserted in papers 
in the county in which he resides. This is 
a new ruling in regard to the matter, but 
Superintendent Vorys did not care to act as 
attorney for service of process and. wished 
‘the company to have someone else act in 
that capacity. The financial condition of the 
company according to the last statement filed 
is as follows: Aggregate assets available, 
$270,282.29; aggregate liabilities, except capi- 
tal, $42,753.52; net assets, $227.5 528.77; capital, 
paid up, $100,000; surplus, $127,528.77; 1n- 
come for the year, at expenditures 
for the year, $57,057.33. 

The company is limited to a fire and light- 


ning business and will not reinsure risks 
where tornado business is included.

SITUATION AT CLEVELAND. 
If the remaining five months of the year 


maintain the record made up to this time, 

Cleveland will produce a nice underwriting 
profit. The losses up to July 1 were not over 
$200,000, while the premiums about 
, $500,000, and August will probably average 
up better, so that the loss ratio up to the pres- 
ent time may be less than 40 per cent. 

With the increase in rates, improvement 
in practices and additional inspection service, 
there is every reason to look for a round up 
with a handsome profit. 

The recent heavy advance in rates on 
sprinkled risks in Cleveland, which created 
some consternation among local agents at the 
time, in the fear that the business would be 
driven to the mutuals, has so far produced 
no worse results than an increase in premium 
receipts. Of twenty-six risks upon which 
rates were none of the insurance 
has so far been lost to the stock companies, 
and the increased rates are being paid. 

+ 

At the meeting of the Cleveland Fire Ex- 
change, held August 1, H. M. Brooks and J. 
L. Rice were re-elected on the governing com- 
mittee. Belden\Seymeur was elected to suc- 
ceed J. Johnson, who resigned from the 
committee, giving as his reason 
to attend to the work. 

The signature of C. C. Shanklin to the Ex- 
change agreement was rejected on account of 
the connection of Max Levi with his office. 
Evarts & Co. were required to sever their con- 
nection with Levi, who has long been a dis- 
turbing element at Cleveland, when they signed 
the agreement some months ago, and it would 
be unfair to accept Mr. Shanklin’s signature 
under other conditions.

““TRUST’’ LINES IN OHIO. 

The local agents in Ohio are still disturbed 

over the placing of the American Tin Plate and 

American Sheet Steel lines by R. A. Waller 


& Co. of Chicago. <A representative of the 
Waller office said to THE WesTeRN UNDeEr- 
WRITER : 


“We secured the placing of these lines in a 
perfectly legitimiate way, and any other local 
agent would have grasped the opportunity. It 
will cost us about 7 per cent to handle the 
business the first year, and aiter that we will 
make a profit of 5 per cent. We allow the lo- 
cal agent 5 per cent, so he is getting the same 
as our office. We were told by some standard 
companies that if the local agents refused to 
write the business, their special agents would 
sign the policies. We also had the alternative 
of placing it abroad. Our Mr. Marsh is now 
in Europe to arrange for the handling of 
“trust” lines in case the local agents decline to 
accept our proposition to take 5 per cent brok- 
erage for writing the policies. 

“The two ‘trusts’ named have vast interests 
and desired an expert to look after their busi- 
ness. They had been subjected to several an- 
noyances by having the lines placed by so many 
different persons. Some of their forms were 
very objectionable. We have an acknowledged

insurance expert and inspector giving his en- 
tire attention to these lines. 

“We have placed the rating of these risks 
in Ohio in the hands of the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau. Until the risks are surveyed and 
rated, a flat rate of 1 per cent is charged, and 
when the specific rate is named it will apply 
from the date of the policy. 

“Some companies have objected to a blanket 
form of policy. The bureau will take up the 
question of values and make two sets of rates, 
one for a blanket form, the other specific. The 
one with the blanket form will carry an amount 
of insurance named by the bureau. We have 
instructions to insure all the property for 90 
per cent of its value, and these values are to 
be made on the same basis all over the United 
States, the same in Ohio as in States where 
the coinsurance clause is to apply.’ 

Most companies deprecate the blanket form 
and it may be possible that the lines will be 
made specific. The anti-coinsurance clause is 
causing much trouble in Ohio. Some have 
suggested that the legislature may be induced 
to amend the law to allow the reduced rate 
clause if the anti-coinsurance feature is waived. 
Several agents are now thinking of getting up 
petitions to the general assembly to permit 
such action.

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TENDENCY TO RAISE RATES. 

The first six months of 1900 in Michigan 
have, on the whole, been very unsatisfactory 
with regard to losses. Nearly all the special 
agents report that their companies have done 
business at a-loss, and while it is hoped that 
the record for the last half of the year will 
not be so bad, it is not believed that a com- 
pany can make money writing the general 
classes at the prevailing rates. The 10 per 
cent reduction on ali classes, except resi- 
dences and private barns, which were reduced 
over two years ago, appears to have been just 
sufficient to change the balance from one of 
profit to one of loss, and the companies are 
now faced with the necessity of increasing 
rates, at least on certain classes. It is not 
probable that the 10 per cent reduction will 
be restored in its entirety, but it seems al- 
most imperative that the rates on certain 
notoriously unprofitable classes be raised 
least that much. 

The forthcoming legislature would certainly 
view any advance with disfavor and might, in 
retaliation, take up the matter of more legis- 
lation to the:already burdened insurance in- 
terests. The moral effect on the people of the 
State by the crusade inaugurated by ex-Com- 
missioner of Insurance Campbell, as it is now 
recognized by the people themselves to have 
been to further his selfish ends, is far-reach- 
ing and plainly noticeable in the attitude of 
the public toward insurance corporations in 
general. If the official expert, the commis 
sioner of insurance, paid by the people to 
look after their interests, insurance-wise, re 
ports adversely on the integrity and fair-deal 
ing of the companies, the public can hardly 
be expected to do else but believe him. And 
in this way Mr. Campbell has undoubtedly 
done the insurance companies a great wrong. 
Had his criticisms proceeded from motives 
of public interest and justice, 
wrong in themselves, they would have been 
easier overlooked, but the insurance men 
firmly believe that Campbell had in mind only 
his gubernatorial ambitions and personal ad- 
vancement when he took up what he thought 
would be a popular crusade against insurance 
capital.

REPORT ON WEST BAY CITY. 

The following is the report of the inspector 
of the National Board on West Bay City: 

Fire Department and Fire Protection—1. 
An additional fire company should be organ- 
ized and furnished with improved hook and 
ladder truck, carrying ladders of required 
length to reach the upper floors of the highest 
buildings. The company should be furnished 
with a combination chemical hose wagon, 
carrying one 35-gallon chemical tank and line 
of fire hose, so as to increase the fire pro- 
tection through the business sections. 

2. A new fire station should be erected, 
adjoining the present central station, suit- 
ably furnished for the accommodation of the 
new company, apparatus and horses. 

3. A large size fire-alarm bell should be 
obtained, to replace the present small bell 
at the central station. It should be con- 
nected to the electric fire-alarm system, with 
an automatic striker. 

4. Additional fire hydrants should be lo- 
cated within the business section, and along 
the line of river for additional protection in 
the lumber and mill district. 

5. A line of fire hose, with nozzle and hose 
connections, should be placed at the pumping 
station for emergency use.

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THE CONFLICT IN ILLINOIS. 

Unless the Illinois State Board and Illinois 
Field Club get together at an early date, there 
is every likelihood of rates getting in as de- 
moralized state as in Ohio. Already there are 
unmistakable signs of impending trouble. 
There are constantly increasing numbers of in- 
fractions reported and complaints are being 
filed with the State Board daily. 

The Field Club refuses to confer again with 
the State Board until the joint report is pre- 
sented and passed upon by the State Board. 
It takes the ground that the report fully em- 
bodies its views and any further joint 
sion could not bring out any different plat- 
form. 

The State Board holds that the correspond- 
ence and agreement between the committees 
were confidential and that the Field Club 
acted in bad faith in publishing it. The mem- 
bers also state that the committee of the Field 
Club had ample notice that the agreement 
could not be presented. It is claimed 
that the non-union people are using the situa- 
tion to play to the grand stand. 

This bickering is having an effect, and a 
deleterious one. Companies are becoming lax 
as to rates and some of the large companies 
are not endeavoring to hold their agents to the 
tariff. The State Board having no longer any 
jurisdiction over non-union company repre- 
sentatives, cannot take cognizance of devia- 
tions. Rates cut are usually met on even 
terms. 

Those who are watching the trend of events 
see increasing difficulties unless the two or- 
ganizations set aside technicalities and come 
out in the interest of fair rates and good prac- 
tices.

REINSURANCE RUMORS AFLOAT. 

Many rumors of reinsurance are circulating 
among the Illinois field men and some names 
are mentioned with bated breath, but an in- 
vestigation in one special instance develops 
nothing worse than internal dissension between 
an official and his inferior, who is, however, 
well known to stockholders and supposed to 
have some influence. The trouble arose, as the 
facts developed, over the value of the stock- 
holdings. The capitalization is small, but the 
surplus large. When a large estate was divided 
some time ago, some of the heirs got bank 
stock and some insurance stock. Those receiv- 
ing the latter claimed the bank stock was 
worth much more and made a fuss. Then it 
was thought the insurance company might be 
reorganized into a millionaire company or the 
stock sold out to satisfy the heirs, but both 
these plans met with opposition. There was 
nothing !eft but reinsurance and some of those 
in the disgruntled faction sought to force this 
issue. Possible changes in the management 
are now hinted at, but they have not come to a 


head.

MR. MABIE AND THE NATIONAL. 





Frospects of the National Life, U.S. A., and 
Northwestern Life Being Consolidated— 
Difficulties to Be Met. 

One of the most interesting speculations in 
western life circles is the probability of the 
amalgamation of the National Life, U. S. A., 
and the Northwestern Life of Chicago, both 
companies of which Charles E. Mabie is presi- 
dent. 

Undoubtedly this has been Mr. Mabie’s am- 
bition, in fact, he has aspired toward estab- 
lishing a life insurance company of some pro- 
portions in Chicago, and the amalgamation of 
several institutions was a means to this .end. 

When the Northwestern came into his hands 
it was his idea to trim its business so it could 
be taken over by the lowa Life. and every 
movement was shaped to this ultimate result. 

North n Life’s Conditi 

When Mr. Mabie and his associates took 
the Northwestern they promised nothing, save 
to do their best to put it on a_ sub- 
stantial basis. Its condition was de- 
plorable. The former management, in- 
stead of raising the rates to a sufficient figure 
when it was found necessary to have an in- 
crease, only made a slight change, and then 
kept on boosting them. Thus the same insur- 
ants had their premiums raised three or four 
different times, and each proceeding caused 
renewed agitation and selection against the 
company. Instead of performing a single op- 
eration, the management amputated the mem- 
ber by inches, and thus kept it in a declining 
state. 





Rates Heavily Loaded. 


When the Iowa Life people took the North- 
western, they put the rates on a legal reserve 
basis, loading them heavily and then started 
to transfer. It was an expensive process, but 
the only remedy. 

The attempt to get the business on a legal 
reserve basis has been only partially success- 
ful. It is the stipulated premium risks that re- 
fuse to transfer that are the millstone around 
the Northwestern’s neck. The rates on this 
class are entirely too low, the mortality has 
been abnormal, and if continued will be a 
severe and critical drain on the company. 

The business transferred to the legal reserve 
basis is in good shape. The rates provide for 
a mortality of 135 per cent, and it has been 
not much more than thee expected. The ex- 
pense loading is heavy, and the interest on the 
liens amounts to considerable. If all the busi- 
ness was On this basis at the rates established 
it is believed there would be no great diffi- 
culty in stemming the tide. 


Pians for Consolidation. 


Whether any plan can be devised that is equi- 
table and practicable whereby the Northwest- 
ern’s_business can be taken over by the Na- 
tional is very doubtful. President Mabie has 
called a meeting of Northwestern policyholders 
to consider its future. It is freely stated by 
actuaries that a transfer without a medical ex- 
amination would be suicidal, but in all prob- 
ability the policyholders will not agree to 
such a proposition. 

Some have advanced a plan whereby the 
face of the policy is very heavily scaled, and 
others set forth a sort of trustee relationship. 
If no medical examination is required, the 
National will carry an uncertain quantity with 
the chances decidedly against it. There will 
be a lack of confidence in its future, and in- 
surance departments will view it askance. 


President Mabie’s Responsibility. 


President Mabie, in addition to the interest 
of the Naticnal’s policyholders, has $1,000,000 
capital to protect. Men have invested their 
means because they expect to realize on the 
business, and they had confidence in Mr. Ma- 
bie’s financial sagacity. 








In attemping to get the National admitted 
to New York, it was plain that the department 
viewed with no slight degree of fear the dan- 
gerous possibilities of an amalgamation of the 
two companies. It is stated also that some ob- 
jection was raised to Henry J. Furber’s con- 
nection with the company, but Mr. Mabie 
holds he is no longer interested. The depart- 
ment will await developments before acting 
on a license, 

Future of the Northwestern. 


If no means can be found whereby it will 
be found safe to take over the Northwestern, 
the question naturally arises «s to its probable 
future. The Covenant Mutual business which 
it absorbed has added to its dead weight. 

The company has $60,000,000 in force. Its 
securities are drawing 5 per cent interest, and 
its legal reserve business is in good shape. It 
may be decided that it will be best to allow 
some company other than the National to take 
it. It is hardly likely that any but a stipulated 
premium company would absorb it, and in the 
event of such an institution taking it, the ac- 
tion would be only a postponement of the last 
day. 

Outlook Is Gloomy. 

The outlook for the company is very uncer- 
tain unless the National or some substantial 
institution takes the standard risks and let 
the rest sink. This is a harsh prophecy, and 
yet those interested believe it will be better 
to save part than allow all to perish. 

If the Northwestern falls by its weight, no 
odium can attach to its present management, 
as all has been done to resuscitate it that is 
possible. The only verdict that can be passed 
is that business-like people did not get it soon 
enough to save it. 


FEDERAL OF IOWA REINSURES. 

The Federal Life of Davenport, Iowa, has 
reinsured in the National Mutual Life of Min- 
neapolis. The Federal was organized in 1882. 
E. H. Whitcomb, the secretary, was the man- 
ager of the company. He will leave the life 
business entirely. The company had a trifle 
over $2,000,000 in force. Last year it paid 
out $13,000 more than it received. President 
Mabie of the National Life, U. S. A., was 
after the business. The Hartford Life also 
made an effort to get it. The company had 
an office in Chicago, H. Vere Martin being 
manager. 

The National Mutual was organized in 1887. 
In 1896, Newell W. Bloss, H. W. Hatch and 
C. F. Underhill, all old Mutual Reserve men, 
took charge, and the fur flew in many direc- 
tions. After the cup was drained they ab- 
dicated. W. F. Bechtel, formerly president of 
the Omaha Life, which the National Mutual 
absorbed, is president of the latter company.

MANHATTAN LIFE’S FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

The Manhattan Life on August 1 _ had 
rounded out a full half century. The com- 
pany gained a most favorable reputation by 
the liberal distribution of its surplus among its 
policyholders.

It has always been a progressive 
institution. A. A. Alvord was the first presi- 
dent; C. Y. Wemple, secretary; N. D. Mor- 
gan, actuary.

No decision has yet been rendered on the 
attempt to get a permanent injunction to re- 
strain the National Life, U. S. A., from re- 
insuring the American Union. The stock- 
holder causing the deadlock is wealthy and de- 
termined. He owns ten shares and desired a 
position, preferably the treasurership of the 
American Union, paying him $10,000 a year. 
In former days he caused the company great 
annoyance by legal and other proceedings. 

If the injunction is not dissolved the Amer- 
ican Union has no future. The present condi- 
tions have disrupted its agency force and com- 
peting companies will have a strong argument 
if it tries to get new business.

The New York department has just made 
public the report of its examination of the 
American Union as of May 31 last. It shows 
the company impaired with assets of $362,- 
813, and liabilities of $375,471. The capital 
of $500,000 and the $131,300 voluntarily con- 
tributed by the stockholders in December, 1895, 
have been wiped away. Regarding these se- 
curities voluntarily given, the examiners state 
that they have not appeared in the company’s 
annual statements for several years, although 
the books show them to have been among its 
assets. Since it began business the American 
Union has received $1,257,859 in premiums, 
and $94,767 in interest. It has paid to policy- 
holders $411,079, and disbursed on account of 
expenses, $1,244,200.

MeNall threatened to revoke its license. The 
Connecticut Mutual still holds out. 
The case has an intetesting history. Hill- 


mon was a frontiersman and started with a 
companion on a buffalo hunt. He never re- 
turned, and the companion averred that he 
had been killed by accident and buried. The 
body was exhumed and three post-mortems 
were held. Brown, the companion, told the 
same story each time, but finally confessed that 
Hillmon was still alive, and that the purported 
body was that of a man he had murdered. 
Afterward he repudiated the confession. There 
have been six trials on this case.

The de- 
partment sent Deputy H. H. Eddy and an ex- 
pert accountant, W. C. Austin, to examine the 
company and for the last two months they 
have been engaged on this work, the report of 
Mr. Austin being completed and handed to 
Deputy Eddy on July 27. Mr. Austin now 
comes out in a public statement, addressed to 
the superintendent of insurance, and declares 
that Mr. Eddy is suppressing the report for 
some unknown reason. 

According to Mr. Austin’s calculations the 
capital of the company is impaired $51,859, and 
he further charges in his report that the sworn 
statement of December 31 is not correct. He 
charges the company with publishing less re- 
insurance reserve than should be done, and 
he also asserts that the $136,842 set aside for 
unpaid claims is not sufficient. He also states 
that the bank balance is incorrect. 

Manager Voss of the Frankfort, when seen 
in New York by Tue WesteERN UNDER- 
WRITER, states that when the examiners left 
his office, Mr. Eddy made the positive state- 
ment that he had found everything in order 
and had but one suggestion to make of a 
minor character. Mr. Voss avers that Mr. 
Austin has been unfriendly all along and was 
influenced by competitors. 

It is understood that he has had differences 
with Deputy Eddy, and as a sort of revenge 
makes these serious allegations. 

Mr. Voss states emphatically that the state 
ment of January 1 is absolutely correct, and 
if any error had crept in, the company would 
be only too glad to make up the difference in- 
stantly. It seems that Mr. Austin’s work on 
the examination was listing daily reports. He 
confronted the Frankfort with a new way of 
figuring reinsurance reserve and contingent li- 
ability. According to Mr. Voss he did not call 
the attention of the company to any mistake 
while he was in New York. It is reported that 
he has taken a copy of the Frankfort’s expira- 
tions. 

Deputy Eddy claims that Mr. Austin’s report 
was handed to him July 27, and that he has 
not had time yet to make a report from all the 
information. He further says that Mr. Aus- 
tin did not have sufficient data to come to any 
conclusion as to the financial condition of the 
company.
